The Diocesan Conference at Asilomar comes, like 
Christmas, once a year and, like Christmas, it brings 
good cheer. It is always a happy time for those who 

know it and have taken part in its work 
Asilomar and recreation. All the details and notices 

are to be found elsewhere in this paper but 
I want to express two “hopes.” The first is that we 
may have more of the clergy present than have been 
there during the past few years. It is vacation time 
and it is pretty hard for some of the clergy to manage 
it but it is worth while and I hope that every one who 
can will try. 

The other “hope” is that many parishes will do what 
I know some are doing, namely, provide the expenses 
of one or more young people or perhaps older people 
who could not otherwise go. The conference means a 


-_ deal in the stimulus which it gives to mind and 
soul. 


The Synod which was held last month in the 
Yosemite was certainly well worth while. A good 
many people come away from such meetings with the 

feeling that nothing much 
Are Synods Worth While? has been accomplished 

and there are undoubtedly 
some Synod meetings and other similar gatherings 
which are not worth while. But that could not be said 
of this last meeting. 


In the first place we have to remember that there is 
always a certain amount of business which must be 
done. Half the criticisms of Diocesan Conventions are 
made because of a failure to realize that Church busi- 
ness is like every other business. There are things 
which must be done. If we are going to have a demo- 
cratic Church they must be done somewhat clumsily, 
taking a good deal more time than an ecclesiastical 
autocrat would need or even than would be necessary 
for a small group of bishops. But we are a democratic 
Church. Things must be aired. That means that we 
must listen to people who do not always speak to the 
point. We must expect rather stupid debates. We must 
take a lot of time on small things. But if we keep a 
balanced judgment, which sees this business in its 
right place in the Church, then many a meeting which 
is stupid nevertheless has its real place. 


Incidentally, we might remember that a good many 
people whom we love and like to be with are terribly 
stupid! 

But the meeting at Yosemite was worth while. The 
Education Day Conference, although I could not be 
present, brought out a great many different points of 
view and led to that fine thing, a friendly and whole- 
some discussion. We had the great privilege of dis- 
tinguished visitors—Dean Grant and Miss Lindley, with 
her collaborators from the Auxiliary. We got lots of 
information on many important matters and the Synod 
did one very fine thing. They decided that it would be 
worth while to send out to the whole Province a state- 
ment of findings—that is, to say of the important mat- 
ters which were brought to our attention or which 
came to a head in the discussions. This little leaflet of 
findings has just arrived as fF write this. It is distinctly 
worth while and I hope that every clergyman in this 
Diocese will be ready and glad to read it to his congre- 


gation. It will help. I know that pastoral letters are 
often considered a bore. I do not think that these 
pages of findings will bore anyone. Please read them.

The very distinguished philosopher of the sy 
of Friends, Rufus Jones, has just published a 
with the title “The Testimony of the Soul.” It is a long 
time since I have read 
“The Testimony of the Soul” anything which is so 
full of helpful and pene- 
trating thought upon the meaning of the inner hfe m 
our religion. In these days the external things of life 
press on every hand. Physical science has done so 
much for us that we tend to think that it has the last 
word about life. Social problems, on the other hand, — 
lead us to feel that the chief work of religion is to 
mend the social order. The thought that the heart of 
religion is the intimate concern of a man with God 
and with no one else is very foreign to all our popular 
ways of approach. i 

And yet, after all, it is in the soul and its relation to 
God that all religion starts. The “testimony of the 
soul,” as Dr. Jones uses the term, means that every 
one of us, if he turns and studies the inner life instead 
of the outer life, will find there the first and clearest 
clue to the meaning of it all. This does not mean that 
religion is exhausted in the relation of the individual 
to God. We have gone far beyond that. Dr. Jones goes 
far beyond that. But he does make it clear that we © 
must begin with our own souls. 

Now I take it that this is part of what the Forward 
Movement has been trying to do. I take it that this ts 
what the Forward Movement and all those other move- 
ments which are reacting against objectivism and ex- 
ternality of modern life are trying to get at. I com- 
mend the book to the clergy and laity. It deals with 
profound matters but in so simple and beautiful a 
style as to make the book available for us all.

The Spirit of Asilomar 

The spirit of Asilomar is found in the appeal of 
its quiet strength and inward beauty. We are not 
surprised that the word itself means retreat—or 
sheltered rest—by the sea. What is the secret of this 
rest? To answer this let us weigh Asilomar in the 
scale of the higher values. Rest, be it remembered, 
is not quiescence. Rest is the use of powers of equili- 
brium. Life in the world, under the stress of living, 
tends to get sadly out of balance. Balance must be 
restored. Fresh reserves of strength must be un- 
locked. New and vital energies must be liberated. 
Asilomar tells us that the restoration of equilibrium 
comes through compani ip. Companionship, and 
specifically the companionship of Asilomar, we find 

. to be a wide term, laden with significance. 

There is first the companionship of nature. The 
mystic silences of night, the murmur of the sea, 
spread illimitably at our feet; the myriad voices of 
trees in the piney forest all around, the changeful 
loveliness of each returning day. Surely nature is 
the living robe of Him who is the unseen beauty, the 
uncreated love. Asilomar wraps that robe about our 
tired bodies and fevered spirits and “knits up the 
ravelled sleeve of care.” 

Then there is the companionship of human friends. 
Yes, we knew them at home—knew them in a way. 
But we did not really know them until we met them 
there. Since we found them—or they found us—at 
Asilomar they have entered our world. Was it in 
classroom or in chapel or on the sandy playground 
or along the leafy trail or in the “breaking of 
bread” that we came to know them in a different 
way? 

Nor can we forget the companionship of our teach- 
ers. They speak to us of the school of life. They tell 
us of high duties that beckon in varied fields of serv- 
ice. At first thev were but names, names of honored 
leaders, names of prophets from afar, names of 
shepherds of souls in circles nearer home. But now 
dean and faculty and curricula have merged into 
comradeship. The spirit of Asilomar has trans- 
formed teaching into sharing and sharing has 
brought us and them into the companionship of Him 
of whom an ancient rabbi said, “Thou art the 
teacher come from God.”

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The Archdeacon’s Letter 
Dear Friends in the Diocese: 

Somebody has been reading some of my letters to 
“you all” and some folk are getting interested in the 
subject of parsonages. I saw the outside of one the 
other day and I went in to see it because I had heard 
something about it. I suppose the dweller therein calls 
it a manse but I will use the more general term par- 
sonage. It has three bedrooms and a bathroom u 
stairs. That makes a good arrangement for a family 
with growing son and daughter. On the ground floor 
there were the usual kitchen, dining room sitting room 
and an extra bedroom or study, with shower and lava- 
tory. I think that is about as small as a parsonage 
should be. In some places a sleeping porch, built over 
either garage or porch, might be added at small ex- 
pense. The parsonage I saw had a central heating sys- 
tem. Now all that cost about $6,300. It is my opinion 
that is about as cheap a parsonage as any parish or 
mission should think of building. 

Here is an expression that comes from the recent 
meeting of the National Council and Woman’s Aux- 
iliary executive board in New York: “Missions: The 
extension and deepening of Christian faith and fellow- 
ship throughout the world.” That applies as well and 
as much to the parish, the diocese, the Nation as to 
the world outside the Nation. 

At Asilomar various conferences will be studying 
missions in Africa and we shall be particularly inter- 
ested in that field because so many of us in this Dio- 
cese know Miss Olive Meacham, who is at the Emery 
School in Liberia. Her story is really a fascinating one, 
especially the way she insisted she was going to carry 
on after the National Council, in 1934, had cut the 
school off the budget. Miss Mecham is a graduate of 
the School] for Christian Service in Berkeley and con- 
ducted daily vacation schools at Parkfield and various 
other places in the Salinas Valley nearly seventeen 
years ago. 

Now that the conference season is beginning it will 
be pretty difficult to find some of us around the dio- 
cesan house. I leave June 7 for Prescott. From there I 
go to the Forward Movement Commission meeting at 
Chattanooga and come back to our diocesan confer- 
ence at Asilomar. That means three weeks away from 
my delightful office. 

The news editor will probably have something to 
say about the new church at Crockett. He can’t say too 
much in its praise, for it is well and attractively built 
and the congregation is to be congratulated on having 
it without debt. Built, paid for and consecrated! The 
Rev. Frederick C. Miller has been vicar for the past 
three years. The work began with a lay reader, Mr. 
Ben Dawson. Then the Rev. A. C. Silverlight took 
charge and was followed by Mr. Miller of Walnut 
Creek. Mr. Miller is giving up his work at Crockett 
and arrangements are being made for morning serv- 
ices. God bless all who have worked so faithfully. 

Before I close I would like to mention that some one 
has promised $1000 for a new vicarage at Paso Robles.
